ing to the A ugust I crop report of 
the Illinois and Federal D epart­ 
m ents of A griculture.

That means one out of 
every five eggs produced, but it 
leaves 48 billion eggs to meet do­ 
mestic requirements. Civilians will 
have a per capita allowance of 345 
eggs per person during 1943, com­ 
pared to 320 eggs per person in 
1942. The average American fam ­ 
ily of four will consume 115 doz­ 
en eggs this year—8% dozen more 
than were available for a similar 
family group in 1942. 
This allocation of the national 
egg supply to effect an equal dis­ 
tribution, should provide enough 
eggs for all Americans, rich or 
poor. 
The equitable distribution 
is, however, seriously threatened 
by a period of short supplies re­ 
sulting from seasonal shortages, 
and these shortages with ceiling 
prices make a black m arket profit­ 
able. Food black markets flourish 
at a period of low seasonal pro­ 
duction of any food product regu­ 
lated by ceiling prices. 
Egg production normally reaches 
its peak in April and then declines 
until November. 
Young pullets 
added to the flocks, begin laying 
in August, but production per hen 
undergoes seasonal decline until 
November or December. 
During 
this period when stocks of fresh 
eggs are limited, black market op- 
eiations in eggs will be profitable, 
unless American housewives com­ 
bine patriotism with good common 
sense and refuse to buy eggs at 
above ceiling prices.

Jam w hat am 


M anufacturers of preserves were 
urged August 13 by the W ar Food 
Administration to expand produc­ 
tion of jam, jelly, marmalade, and 
fruit butter in order to swell the 
; supply of bread spreads for do­ 
mestic consumption. 
OPA has increased ration allow­ 
ances of sugar to commercial pro­ 
ducers of preserves to facilitate 
production of 500 million pounds, 
as called for by WFA. This rep­ 
resents an increase of about 200 
million pounds over last year’s 
civilian supply. 
Bread consumption rose about 
lo percent in 1942, and another 
increase of 15 percent is expected 
for 1943, partly because of greater 
number of lunches carried by peo­ 
ple employed in industry. But but­ 
ter supply will be 13 pounds per 
capita for 1943-44, about 20 per- 
I cent less than in 1942. While supr 
plies of m argarine increased sharp­ 
ly and larger peanut butter produc­ 
tion is planned, not enough of 
these spreads will be produced 
to make up for lower butter sup­ 
plies available to civilians.

Cut w ar cost 


The success 
of the industrial 
system of America has been built 
on a continuing policy of applying 
the best scientific brains to the 
job of reducing production costs 
and then passing on the reductions 
to the customers. Competition, of 
course, has played a big part in 
this development. Some had won­ 
dered whether, in a period of scarc­ 
ity and when the one customer for 
many products was 
the govern­ 
ment, the same system would con­ 
tinue. It has continued. Through­ 
out 
America, 
industrialists 
and 
their researchers have been reduc­ 
ing the costs of making things they 
never made before, and passing 
along the cost cuts to their cus­ 
tomer — the 
government, in the 
final analysis, the taxpayer. 
A current example is provided by 
the International Harvester Com­ 
pany, which has cut more than 
$16,000,000 off its contract prices 
for arms contracts, according to 
J. L. McCaffrey, vice president. As 
an example of how some of the 
savings had been made, McCaffrey 
said the time required to bore and 
rifle cannon barrels had been re­ 
duced by 65% and the time requir­ 
ed to grind breech blocks had been 
cut by 83%. 
Livestock 


No better example of the inter­ 
dependence of farms and industries 
has been offered in recent years 
than the effects of the increasing 
shortage of animal feeds. 
The 
shortage, of course, results not 
from any appreciable decrease in 
the feed available, but rather in 
the greater demand which resulted 
from progressive increase in the 
livestock population. 
Cattle and 
hog slaughter, long delayed while 
livestock was being increased, now 
will show continued improvement, 
and experts estimate that hog 
slaughter during the marketing 
year beginning October I, will be 
some 50 per cent above pre-war 
levels and the largest in history. 
Cattle slaughter will increase also, 
for the same reason—lack of suf­ 
ficient feed. 
This is going to have results af­ 
fecting several industries besides 
meat packing. Tanners and shoe 
m anufacturers welcome the larger 
into-sight movement of domestic 
hides, for tanners’ hide stocks had 
worked down to such low levels 
that the WRB set up restrictions 
on the number of hides the indus­ 
try could put through tanning pro­ 
cesses. 
Soap makers, who have 
been going through a difficult per­ 
iod because they were forced to al­ 
locate their output, are looking for­ 
ward to increased tallow produc­ 
tion. 
Dried fruits 


“Dried fruit packers must set 
rside for government procurement 
their entire holdings 
of raisins, 
prunes, apples, apricots, peaches, 
pears and currants 
during the 
1943-44 season under a continua­ 
tion of last year’s program,” the 
WFA said recently. 
Last year 
more than 234,000 tons of dried 
prunes and raisins were released 
for civilian consumption. 


Vegetables 


Homemakers seeking economy in 
meal planning should not overlook 
three im portant fresh vegetables 
that are in abundant supply on 
the m arket now, Joe Tonkin, Fed­ 
eral Food Reporter for the W ar 
Food Administration said today. 
These items are carrots, cabbage 
and potatoes. They stand out as 
very good buys among the list of 
wartime foods. 
It is sm art to 
serve them often because they can 
be prepared in so many different 
ways. 
Tomatoes are now 
coming to 
m arket in heavy supply and prices 
have dropped considerably. 
Most 
of the offerings at the Chicago 
wholesale market this week, how­ 
ever, have been of poor to ordin­ 
ary quality and condition and this 
partly 
accounts 
for the 
lower 
prices. 
Cucumbers, radishes and 
beets are well within reach of 
modest cost food budgets, espec­ 
ially beets with the tops removed. 
Like carrots, beets with the tops 
off are cheaper than the bunched 
kinds, but they are equally nutri­ 
tious and less perishable. 
Com 
on or off the cob is being enjoyed 
more and more now a t prices which 
are in the moderate brackets. 
Fruit prices generally remain 
rather high, but there is consider­ 
able variety of fruits. There are 
more cantaloups at the m arket now 
from nearby states and they can 
be bought much cheaper than the 
western offerings. 
Crop rep o rt 


The following comment on the 
August crop report was made re­ 
cently by Marvin Jones, W ar Food 
Administrator: “The July crop re­ 
port made it clear that farm ers in 
the face of many difficulties had 
substantially met, and in some 
cases exceeded, the crop acreage 
goals. During July, growing con­ 
ditions were favorable and current 
indications are that 
yields 
per 
acre in 1943 will be the second 
largest on record. The progress 
of che year’s production so far is 
gratifying. 
The hard work and 
the determination of farm ers have 
placed us in a position to meet es- 
s sential food needs, given average

774 boys write

foreign countries 


‘With Uncle Sam,’ servicemen’s 
column in Paddock Publications, 
celebrated its first birthday last 
week, minus candles, cake and fan­ 
fare. Column editor was so busy 
preparing a record weekly high. of 
49 letters for publication that the 
birthday slipped by unnoticed. 
This week, however, we make 
amends, and give VVUS his just 
due. * With Uncle Sam’ was born 
August 14. 11)42* and consisted of 
nine stories. Corp. Alan in Momey­ 
er, of Arlington, was stationed in 
Washington at that time. He has 
since participated in bombing raids 
against .Jap-held territory, win­ 
ning the Oak Leaf cluster for his 
work. He is now a staff sergeant. 
Pfc. Melvin Becker of Wheeling 
is another of the “Originals,” then 
in California. He is now on maneu­ 
vers, back in California after tour­ 
ing several other states. Art Mil­ 
ler of Wheeling is another of the 
“First” and has seen plenty of ac­ 
tion in the navy the past year. Lt. 
Lionel Honda of Arlington, was 
attending the army’s chemical war­ 
fare school at Edgewood Arsenal, 
Maryland a year ago. He is now 
at Camp Siebcrt, Alabama. 
‘With Uncle Sam’ 
has grown 
from the nine stories of that first 
issue to forty or more weekly at 
the 
present 
time. 
After 
fifty 
two weeks, the column has cov­ 
ered 1,522 letters from 774 boys 
(and girls) in service. This is an 
average 
of 
thirty 
letters 
per 
week, and represents a two-a-year 
average from each of the more 
than seven hundred bo^s. 
Needless to say, some have writ­ 
ten once, many several times. In 
this regard Paul Hoeft and Ed­ 
ward Doyle of Arlington are the 
best letter writers with 16 and 15 
apiece. James Utpadel of Wheel­ 
ing ranks third with 13. We’d like 
to hear from all 700 much oftener 
than we do, if only to tell us of 
a change in address. 
Arlington first 
Arlington Heights ranks first in 
both the number of stories and 
number of boys writing. The of­ 
fice has received GSS lettlrs from 
807 Arlington boys; 303 letters 
from 177 Palatine servicemen; and 
176 letters from 107 Alt. Prospect 
men in service. 
Of the more than fifteen hund­ 
red letters appearing 
in With 
Uncle Sam the past twelve months 
210 have come from 180 boys over­ 
seas. As might be expected, Af­ 
rica, Hawaii, and England lead 
the parade with 52, 31 and 2-7 let­ 
ters reaching us.
